afternoon to cross the harbor. It is 
believed the damage to the tobacco 
crop will be limited to the destruction 
o£ seed beds, which it is not too late 
to replant.

From the air of 
intense expectancy which prevailed at 
he state department, however, it was 
vident that any hour might bring the 
ituatlon to a crisis. 
Mr. Crane arrived from San Fran- 
Isco late yesterday afternoon and was 
loseted until far into the night with 
Secretary Knox and his special coun- 
el, former Solicitor General William 
\I. Hoyt. but nothing authentic was 
'btainable as to the nature or results 
'f that conference. 


Talked to a Reporter.

Eldrtdge, of Washington, of the depart- 
ment o£ agriculture. At the forenoon 
session, after being called 
to order, 


President Hubler gave a short talk, 
telling the purpose of the meeting, and 
then the address of the forenoon was 
delivered by Prof. W. A. Gochel, o£ the 
ndiana. Agricultural college. 


His theme was "Beet Cattle in Indi- 


ana." 
lie took up the best methods 


and the proper feed "for cattle, confln- 
ng himself to conditions in Indiana, 
advocating corn silage and 
cotton- 


seed being mixed with corn and clover- 
seed as giving the best results. These, 
he said, had been found by experiments 
conducted at the agricultural stations 
to give much greater value, and better 
prices to the beef cattle raised. 
He 


then took up -the matter of soil fertility, 
which, he said, was the greatest, ques- 
tion before the farmer today. His talk 
along this line was interesting and 
helpful. 


At the afternoon session Prof. J. A. 


Drake, of Washington, of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, delivered an ad- 
dress on "The Business of the Farm," 
and Prof. Eldridge spoke on "Macada- 
mized Roads." Prof. Eldridge showed 
the importance of goods roads, speak- 
ing particularly of . their benefit 
to 


farmers. The attendance at the after- 
noon session was quite large.

His text, quoted from memory, was: 


"He who conquereth himself Is greater 
than he who taketh a city," and from 
it the president drew the lesson that 
popular government must always be a 
failure unless it Is based upon sound 
common sense and the self-restraint 
that goes to make the good loser. He 
drew an analogy between the Amer- 
ican people in this respect and those 
peoples who In their attempts at self- 
government follow an election with a 
revolution. 


Attends Presbyterian Church. 


On his way here 
President 
Taft 


stopped at Merced for three hours and 
attended morning service at the Pres- 
byterian church. 


A feature of the president's visit to 


Fresno was the presentation of an ad- 
dress of good will from the Japanese 
residents. 


The president left here at 6:20 p. m.

"Until I began this trip it had not

taking 


their place and attempting to preach 
a, aermon," ho began. 


"I want to say with respect to this 


audience that the presence of the vet- 
erans of the civil war always is a great 
inspiration 
to higher thoughts, to 


higher moral standards, and to every- 
thing that goes to make our country 
worth living for. 


"There Is a. text—I don't know that 


I can quote it exactly, but to ' these 
gentlemen hpfnre me who have taken 
part In the battles of the war it will 
come, by reason 
of Its comparison, 


with great significance: 'He that con- 
quereth himself is greater than be who 
taketh a city.' 


"Now, the homely application to the 


individual of that text I need hardly 
to point. 


It's tho Little Things That Count. 
"There are so many 
instances In 


little things. 1 like to dwell upon the 
importance of little things In life, for 
life is not mao> up of one great series 
of grand stand plays. It Is made up 
of the little things that go either to 
make others happy or to make them 
unhappy. 


"It is the conduct of the husband, a 


he comes home from a. tired day, in 
restraining himself when he is met b\ 
his eager, curious wife who wishes t 
know how he has been living durin 
the day and what has happened. Per 
haps something has happened that doe 
not please him or that he does not lik 
to refer to, and he cuts her oft with 
short answer. O. T know it. and so cl 
you. 
You have done It. 
So have 


Now It is the overcoming of that dis 
position, the keeping constantly in you 
minds »nd heart her happiness:, an 
yet your comfort and your disposition 
Tlist Is what maJces you greater tha 
taking a city. 


Mistake Ends for Means. 


"But I am supposed to look at thing 


from a political 
and government: 


standpoint and the text applies to m 
more strongly in that regard, possi- 
bly, than in any other, because of some 
acute experiences I have had in po- 
litical matters. 


"Popular government 
we all ap- 


prove of. though some times I don't 


'Liberty is a means in the pursuit 


o" happiness. Popular government we 
liave because we believe in the long 
run that it Is the best government, 
that it Is the government that makes 
most men happy. 


'But you cannot run a popular gov- 


ernment merely by calling it so. You 
have got to have some means of de- 
termining what shall direct the course 
of government; what shall decide; 
that is the majority. 
I don't know 


any other method In a popular gov- 
ernment. 
We do have checks. We 


do have indirect means of giving ex- 
pression to that vote of the majority, 
but when you get down to the basis it 
Is the control of the majority. 


Popular Government Difficult. 


"Popular government is a most dif- 


ficult tblnj to establish. Vl> have had 
to hammer it out in a thousand years 
of Anglo-Saxon suffering. controvers> 
and contest. 
And now It rests In th 


common sense and the self-restraint 


f thn American people. It rests in 
he knowledge of the many that it 
has got to keep within the check of 
he law and constitution If the gov- 
ernment Is to he preserved. 


"And 
it must rest In the view of the 


minority that it is much more 1m 
)0rtant that the government should 
be sustained than that the mlnorlt: 
should for the time being have con 
rol of or a voice. In the government 
t rests In the knowledge of the ma- 
ority that the right of the minority 
and the individuals of th* minority are 
•xactly as sacred as the rights and 
the wills of the Individuals of the ma- 
jority. 


'No Doubt of People's Rul*. 


"The people rule—there is no doubt 


about that, but- they rule according 
to law and under the constitution, and 
tlmy voluntarily and willingly placed 
the constitution and that form and 
method of expression upon themselves 
In order that they might act with de- 
liberation and with thn checks that 
were sure to secure moderate, clear- 
header], well thought out policies and. 
therefore, when the American people 
vnted that constitution, and now that 
they are maintaining it nnd support- 
Ing It. as I hopn 
they always will, 


they are governing themselves, and 
are more tn be credited than he that 
taketh a city."

ticket more or less likely to become a' 
public charge?" continued Mr. McHarg. 
"He is confronted with the debt, which 
Is usurious and a great burden. 
He 


is confronted with two or three times 
the normal 
cost of • transportation, 


where if he had paid his fare out of 
his own pocket he could buy his own 
ticket at a normal cost." 


Peddle Them on Commission. 


"I never heard of such a thing," re- 


plied Mr. Hammerling, "until I came 
to New York. Somebody told me there 
were a good many peddlers selling tick- 
ets on commission." 


"I believe 75 per cent, of the Immi- 


grants coming here hold prepaid tick- 
ets," declared Jacob 
Saphirstein of 


counsel for the complainants. "The 
steamship companies, as soon as they 
know that the ticket agent sells tickets 
to peddlers or sells tickets'on install- 


for that occasion. It is presumed that 
tickets will be good on the regular 
trains Saturday, as well as on the 
special which will leave this city at 7 
o'clock Saturday morning.

to sell tickets. 


"I know of an instance of bankers 


who started three or four years ago to 
sell tickets to peddlers, and their right 
to sell tickets was -taken away at the 
Atlantic conference of steamship com- 
panies, solely on that account. Tho 
companies' reasons for, objecting to the 
dealing In tickets on installments were 
that people were buying tickets from 
peddlers. Most of them were poor peo- 
ple and had much trouble. . There la 
now' no installment business. Every 
ticket-must .be paid for'in advance." 


"The commissioner of immigration 


holds that any gift from an Individual 
outside of a .person that individual ii 
legally bound to support Is a private 
gift," said Mr. McHarg later on, "and 
therefore the Immigrant is a charge 
upon private ch'arlty." 


"If Able Bodied, Ought to Land." 
Charles 
Dushkind, 
appearing 
as 


counsel for the foreign newspapers, 
contended 
that even if the 
money 


comes to the immigrant with a six- 
teenth 'cousin of only a friend, if 't 
precludes him from becoming an ob- 
ject of charity, If he Is able bodied and 
not otherwise disqualified, he ought to 
be landed. 


"If he has ?50 today," he added, "he 


is entitled to land. If he comes with 
four or flve sick children and has only, 
say, $25, he Is likely to become a. pub- 
lic charge." 


"Did you ever know of a case at Ellis 


Island," demanded Mr. McHarg, after 
a discussion of rehearlngs, "where the 
commissioner has denied the right o£ 
a rehearing upon material new evi- 
dence?" 


"I cannot mention the names of any 


cases, but I think there have been quite 
a number," replied Mr. Dushkind. 


"The whole thing Is contrary to my 


experience before the boards of special 
inquiry," • added the assistant secretary. 
"The board has postponed these cases 
from day to day for receipt of tele- 
grams and' remittances 
from friends. 


I cannot help but feel shocked to hear 
It stated that these rehearings have 
been denied immigrants." 


Asked If They'd Anything to Say. 
Mr. Dusklnd, who also 
contended 


that boards of inquiry could not taks 
into account economic conditions, ex- 
plained that Immigrants being strang- 
ers and not understanding the char- 
acter of examinations, made no request 
for rehearing., Commissioner of Im- 
migration Williams explained that for 
some time immigrants were specifically 
asked It they had anything to say.
